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The International Peace Institute (IPI) is an independent, international not- 
for-profit think tank with offices in New York, across from United Nations 
headquarters, and in Vienna. IPI is dedicated to promoting the prevention and 
settlement of conflict by strengthening multilateral institutions. It sees peace 
and security as prerequisites for poverty eradication and development. To 
achieve its purpose, IPI employs a mix of policy research, strategic analysis, 
publishing, and convening. 

The Institute was founded in 1970 as the International Peace Academy (IPA), 
which focused on training military officers and diplomats for United Nations 
peacekeeping operations. In 2008, the organization changed its name to the 
International Peace Institute to reflect its current identity as a research institution 
that works with and supports multilateral institutions, governments, civil society, 
and the private sector on a range of regional and global security challenges. IPI 
also carries out work in and on Africa, the Middle East, Europe, and Central Asia. 

With a staff from more than twenty countries and a broad range of academic 
fields, IPI partners with regional organizations, think tanks, universities, and 
NGOs to conduct research, produce publications, and convene meetings in 
many parts of the world. 
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From popular uprisings in the Arab world to increased 
financial and economic instability across the globe, 
recent world developments have created unique new 
challenges in the fields of peace, security, and develop- 
ment. In 2011, the International Peace Institute worked 
to assist multilateral organizations, governments, NGOs, 
and corporations to better understand and adapt to 
these changes. 

In addition to its research and strategic analysis of 
security challenges, peacekeeping, peacebuilding, frag- 
ile states, transnational organized crime, and terrorism, 
IPI kept a close eye on events in the Middle East and 
elections and conflicts in Africa. The Arab Spring 
prompted IPI to launch new projects that look at the ori- 
gins of the upheavals and consider options for the way 
forward; and the Institute is working with civil society 
groups in the region to help shape and strengthen the 
role of women in countries in transition. 

2011 was also the first full year of operations for IPI's 
Vienna office, which has been focusing on security and 
cooperation in Europe and Central Asia and transna- 
tional threats. 

IPI organized more than a hundred meetings, retreats, 
and other events in 2011— more than in any previous 
year. These events were held all around the world: at 
IPI's offices in New York and Vienna, as well as in 
Cairo, Dakar, Istanbul, Kuala Lumpur, and Tunis. For 
the first time, public events held in IPI's Trygve Lie 



Center for Peace, Security & Development were webcast 
live and posted on a video-hosting site, giving more 
people in more places new opportunities to follow dis- 
cussions held at the Institute. 

IPI also produced more than thirty policy papers, 
meeting notes, issue briefs, and books in 2011. IPI's 
new website for commentary and analysis, The Global 
Observatory, has given IPI's research staff and external 
contributors a space to publish concise, timely articles 
and strategic analysis of global and regional security 
challenges. 

The Institute launched a new membership program 
for governments, individuals, and corporations, which 
offers donors more opportunities to participate in IPI's 
events and makes its publications and research more 
accessible to them. IPI has also created, with a generous 
contribution from an anonymous donor, the Rick Hooper 
Distinguished Fellowship for International Peace and 
Security in memory of Rick Hooper, a Middle East 
expert and UN diplomat who was killed in the 2003 
terrorist bombing of the UN headquarters in Baghdad. 

2011 was a very productive year for IPI, and for this we 
are indebted to our generous donors, whose support 
has persisted during this remarkable period of global 
financial hardship. We are also grateful to IPI's board 
and to the Institute's dedicated staff for their efforts 
in supporting the work of the United Nations and its 
partners to make the world a more peaceful place.

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The Coping with Crisis, Conflict, and Change program works with officials from 
member states, international organizations, and corporations, as well as leading 
experts, in the search for responses to new global challenges in the political, social, 
and economic spheres. In 2011, Coping with Crisis provided analysis of threats to 
international peace and security, offered a platform for dialogue among decision 
makers, and supported policy processes in the UN and member states' governments. 



Mediation and Preventive Diplomacy The 

growing burdens and costs of peacekeeping have brought 
about a renewed interest in using preventive diplomacy 
and mediation to manage crises. In this context, IPI has 
been assisting the UN Secretariat's efforts to strengthen 
its mediation capacity and mediation support to external 
partners. It contributed to the Secretary- General's 2011 
report Preventive Diplomacy: Delivering Results with 
four papers that examine preventive engagement in 
Africa, Latin America, Southeast Asia, and on the 
Korean Peninsula. 

IPI devoted its annual New York Seminar to finding 
ways to enhance the effectiveness of multilateral conflict- 
prevention strategies, and it supported the government 
of Turkey in organizing a Security Council retreat on 
preventive diplomacy in Istanbul. The discussions drew 
on lessons learned from recent crises and conflicts, partic- 
ularly in Sudan, Kenya, Cote d'lvoire, Libya, and Syria. 

The Institute also started a project on lessons learned 
from twenty years of the UN Secretary- General's good 
offices in Myanmar. 



Peace Operations IPI held a regional roundtable 
on peace operations in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, in 
the framework of its Being a Peacekeeper Series, a joint 
project with the Pearson Peacekeeping Center. The 
series gathers officials from countries that contribute 
troops and police to UN peacekeeping to share lessons 
learned and encourage broader participation by coun- 
tries in each region. Coping with Crisis also contributed 
to developing a strategy to reform the working methods 
of the General Assembly's Special Committee on Peace- 
keeping Operations, otherwise known as the C-34. 

The Institute coordinated the publication of a special 
issue of the journal International Peacekeeping entitled 
"Partnerships — a New Horizon for Peacekeeping?" 
and focusing on the functional aspects of partnership. 

IPI continued work on its Management Handbook: 
A Practical Guide for Managers in UN Field Missions. 
This handbook, the first of its kind, will be dissemi- 
nated to civilian managers in all UN peacekeeping, 
peacebuilding, and political missions in 2012. It offers 
practical tools and insights into key elements of man- 
agement, as well as real-life examples from UN field 
missions and checklists for self-evaluation. In addition, 
IPI has been working with the University of Konstanz

on an edited volume on management in peace operations, 
focusing on coordination, learning, and leadership. 

Coping with Crisis produced policy papers and issue 
briefs on the way forward for the UN mission in the 
Democratic Republic of the Congo (DRC), security- 
sector reform in Cote d'lvoire, the renewal of the 
mandate of the UN mission in the DRC, robust peace- 
keeping, and the Haitian government's decision to 
create an army. 

The program completed an impact assessment for the 
UN Secretariat of the lists of capability gaps currently 
affecting UN peacekeeping operations. This assessment 
included suggestions for ways to optimize the useful- 
ness of the lists for stakeholders. IPI also produced an 
analysis of the principal gaps in capabilities and ways 
in which the Security Council might address some of 
them in the short and long terms. 

Peacebuilding IPI provided direct support to the 
UN Peacebuilding Commission (PBC) by facilitating 
informal dialogue among member states and UN 
officials on peacebuilding issues, and by supporting 
ongoing policy development within the UN system. IPI 
staff members were routinely sought out by UN member 



states for advice, particularly on the Peacebuilding 
Commission's engagement in Liberia and Guinea. Early 
in the year, IPI, the UN Secretariat, and the Quaker 
United Nations Office hosted a workshop for incoming 
members of the PBC to explore how the Commission 
can strengthen its impact on the ground. IPI also col- 
laborated with the World Food Programme and UN 
Women to host policy fora on peacebuilding. 

State Fragility IPI supported the UN Secretariat 
in producing a study on transitional political arrange- 
ments in the immediate aftermath of constitutional 
crises, drawing on lessons from Guinea, Kenya, 
Kyrgyzstan, Madagascar, and Mauritania. The paper 
was presented to the UN Senior Peacebuilding Group 
and has been published as an IPI policy paper. 

In collaboration with the UN and the Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation and Development's International 
Network on Conflict and Fragility (OECD INCAF), IPI 
conducted a study on UN experiences with transition 
compacts, based on case studies of the UN's role in 
the development and implementation of compacts in 
Afghanistan, the DRC, Iraq, Liberia, and Timor-Leste. 
The study showed the need for donors to improve tim- 
ing, coordination, capacity building, implementable

outcomes, and flexibility to make transition compacts 
fully effective. The research was discussed at an expert 
workshop in preparation for the Fourth High Level 
Forum on Aid Effectiveness in Busan, South Korea, in 
late November. 

As part of its work on integrated strategic planning pro- 
cesses, the Institute hosted several meetings focusing 
on political challenges in fragile countries such as the 
DRC, Somalia, and South Sudan. 

UN Security Council and Civil Wars IPI's 
Security Council Compliance project involves a quan- 
titative and qualitative analysis of compliance with all 
Security Council resolutions addressing civil wars since 
the end of the Cold War. IPI has created a database on 
compliance with Security Council resolutions in the 
context of civil wars, to be published online in a search- 
able format, along with a data visualization component. 

Transnational Organized Crime For many 
countries, and in particular fragile states, powerful 
transnational criminal networks constitute a direct 
threat to the state itself, not through open confrontation 
but by penetrating state institutions through bribery 
and corruption and by subverting or undermining 



them from within. Following extensive fieldwork dur- 
ing 2010, IPI launched a policy report and a book on 
transnational organized crime in Kenya at a high-level 
policy forum held in Nairobi in October 2011. Corrup- 
tion in the police, judiciary, and other state institutions 
has facilitated criminal networks' penetration of Kenya's 
political institutions. Both publications propose policy 
recommendations for interventions at national, bilat- 
eral, and multilateral levels. 

IPI also provided its nonpartisan venue and expertise 
to host closed meetings of senior international law- 
enforcement experts and practitioners from different 
parts of the world. They considered proposals for new 
strategies to reshape global law-enforcement coopera- 
tion to make it more effective in countering trans- 
national organized crime. The Institute prepared 
options to turn this project into a broader initiative. 

Countering Global Terrorism Drawing on case 
studies of deradicalization initiatives in eight Muslim- 
majority countries, Coping with Crisis published 
"Transforming Terrorists: Examining International 
Efforts to Address Violent Extremism." This report, 
based on research and meetings supported by the

government of Norway, makes recommendations for 
the United Nations' role in states' deradicalization 
initiatives and in facilitating broader international 
efforts to combat terrorism and violent extremism. 

IPI and the Center on Global Counterterrorism Coop- 
eration in New York co -hosted a workshop on the role 
of civil society in South Asia in promoting regional 
cooperation to counter terrorism. IPI also hosted meet- 
ings to bring together UN counterterrorism officials 
and members of the new Global Counterterrorism 
Forum (GCTF), a multilateral counterterrorism body 
made up of twenty-nine states and the EU. 

Finally, IPI's forthcoming Guide to the UN's Counter- 
terrorism Activities will be an online resource for 
diplomats, practitioners, and UN officials on the counter- 
terrorism architecture of the United Nations. 



Climate Change and Security IPI's work on 
climate change and security seeks to provide support to 
policymakers on issues related to environmental change 
and resource scarcity that have an impact on security. 
In 2011, this included policy discussions on climate 
change and migration as well as on strengthening inter- 
national environmental governance. These discussions 
contributed to preparations for the United Nations 
Conference on Sustainable Development in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, in June 2012.

Peace without Crime 




Humanitarian Affairs 



In 2011, IPI launched a new project entitled Peace with- 
out Crime. The project looks at the impact of transna- 
tional organized crime on theaters where the UN has 
peace operations, and makes recommendations on how 
the UN and other intergovernmental organizations can 
more effectively deal with this threat. It is designed 
to contribute new thinking to a more integrated and 
up-to-date approach to dealing with the threat posed 
by transnational organized crime. 

The project's main objectives are to study how the UN 
system gathers, shares, and analyzes information on 
organized crime, and how it uses this information to 
reduce the threat posed by spoilers in theaters where 
the UN is engaged. 

Among the outputs of the project in 2011 were an issue 
brief entitled "Know Your Enemy: An Overview of 
Organized Crime Threat Assessments" and a guide to 
analyzing organized crime in fragile states. The project 
also carried out a compilation and analysis of all man- 
dates of UN peacekeeping, peacebuilding, and political 
missions that include references to organized crime. 



IPI has launched a new program dedicated to humani- 
tarian affairs, which will concentrate on two axes of 
reflection. The first will focus on future global threats 
and humanitarian action, exploring the challenges to 
the humanitarian system posed by global trends such 
as mega natural disasters, urbanization, and migration. 
A second work stream, addressing the humanitarian 
space in the twenty-first- century political landscape, 
will reflect on the concept of integrated missions and 
stabilization approaches and their impact on humani- 
tarian action. 

In 2011, IPI co-hosted several events with its partners 
in the humanitarian field on topics such as internal dis- 
placement, protection of children in armed conflicts, 
accountability for violations of humanitarian and 
human rights law, and emerging donors' views on the 
multilateral humanitarian system. 

The Institute also continued its involvement in the 
HOPEFOR initiative launched by Qatar in 2010 with 
IPI's support. The initiative aims to improve the use 
of military and civil defense assets in disaster relief. 
IPI participated in the preparation of the international 
conference on HOPEFOR, which took place in Doha 
in November 2011.

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IPTs Middle East Program conducts analysis and facilitates dialogue between 
policymakers in the region. It seeks to develop understanding on issues relating 
to the Middle East peace process and the region's shifting political, economic, 
and social landscape. 



The Arab Spring has created new dynamics that add 
to the Middle East's already complex constellation of 
issues. In order to deepen research and contribute to 
dialogue on the region, IPI has strengthened its team 
of Middle East experts and started several innovative 
projects. 

IPI launched a new program of evening and lunch 
discussions in 2011, the Arab Intellectuals Series. Its aim 
is to provide a platform for authentic voices from the 
Middle East, to promote independent thinking from the 
region at a crucial time in its history, and to consider 
the short- and long-term consequences of the Arab 
uprisings. This new series has hosted the writers Ali 
al-Muqri of Yemen, Hisham Matar of Libya, Khaled 
al-Khamissi of Egypt, and Kamel Riahi of Tunisia. 

IPI is also partnering with UN Women on a project 
concerning Arab women in citizen-led transitions. 
This initiative aims to help a group of Tunisian and 
Egyptian civil society women leaders exchange ideas, 
experiences, and lessons learned. The group met in the 
fall in Tunis and in Cairo, where approximately forty 
women leaders, including representatives from Yemen 
and Libya, agreed on the broad outline of a strategy 
for enabling Arab civil society leaders to fully play 
their roles during the ongoing transitions, as well as 
to develop a self-sustaining plan for this initiative. 
On the basis of these discussions, the group is consid- 
ering the creation of a Forum for Arab Citizenship in 
Transition (FACT)— a think tank that would enable 



civil society leaders to continue to share experiences 
during the transition processes and, through research 
and advocacy, enlarge the space for public policy debate 
on issues relating to equal citizenship and women's 
empowerment. 

The Middle East Program continued to focus on policy 
facilitation. Together with Luxembourg and the United 
Arab Emirates, IPI organized its biannual ministerial 
meetings, one in Luxembourg and the other in New 
York, on the situation in the Middle East with foreign 
ministers from the region and from Europe. The Institute 
presented two public opinion surveys on Egypt at the 
ministerial meetings, which it had conducted with 
Charney Research. The surveys gauged prevailing atti- 
tudes on the uprisings and their impact on regional 
dynamics and international relations. 

IPI also hosted several events featuring key figures from 
the Middle East, including President Shimon Peres of 
Israel, 2011 Nobel Peace Laureate Tawakkol Karman of 
Yemen, and co-founder of the April 6 Youth Movement 
in Egypt, Ahmed Maher. IPI convened meetings with 
two co-architects of the Geneva Initiative, Yasser Abed 
Rabbo and Yossi Beilin. 

Finally, the Middle East Program completed its central 
research project, a compendium on the Middle East 
peace process to be published by Oxford University 
Press in 2012. The purpose of the compendium is to 
provide a guide to the peace process in an accessible 
format, offering options for the way forward.

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The Africa Program conducts research and supports dialogue on multilateral solu- 
tions to preventing and settling conflict on the continent, so that African societies 
can flourish. With a thematic focus on strengthening African mediation and crisis- 
management capacities and developing cooperation between the UN and African 
organizations, the Africa Program also engages in strategic analysis and convening 
activities regarding pressing African issues as they arise. 



In 2011, the Africa Program pursued its partnership 
with the African Union (AU), and in particular the AU 
Panel of the Wise, which is based on a memorandum 
of understanding signed between IPI and the AU in 
May 2010. 

IPI and the AU co- organized a workshop in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, on the implementation of recommendations 
outlined in the Panel of the Wise report on election- 
related disputes and political violence. This report was 
adopted by the Panel in 2009 and had been prepared by 
IPI and published under IPI's African Union Series. 

The Institute co- organized an experts' meeting in Dakar, 
Senegal, on the Panel of the Wise report "Mitigating 
Vulnerabilities of Women and Children in Armed 
Conflicts." The report stems from a thematic discussion 
initiated by the Panel of the Wise and addresses the 
Panel's concerns about the plight of women and children 
in conflict situations in Africa. 

IPI hosted two African Leaders Series events in 2011 at 
its Trygve Lie Center. On the margins of the opening of 
the UN General Assembly, Ivoirian President Alassane 
Ouattara presented his vision for Cote d'lvoire's recon- 
struction to the UN community. Earlier in the year, 
Dr. Denis Mukwege, a Congolese doctor and winner of 
the UN Human Rights Prize in 2008, spoke at IPI of his 
experiences treating women who are victims of sexual 
violence in eastern Congo. 

With violence plaguing 20 to 25 percent of elections 
in Africa, and forty-one of fifty-four African countries 



going to the polls in 2011 and 2012, IPI also worked on 
the issue of elections. The Institute launched its African 
Elections Series, which aims to identify existing and 
potential challenges and opportunities for electoral 
processes to successfully advance democracy, peace, 
and development on the continent. IPI organized 
roundtable discussions on Cote d'lvoire, Southern 
Sudan, Tunisia, and on the prospects and challenges 
for elections in Kenya and the Democratic Republic of 
the Congo. With the United Nations Office for West 
Africa (UNOWA), IPI participated in the organization 
of a conference in Praia, Cape Verde, on recent elec- 
tions in West Africa and their implications for crisis 
prevention and stability. IPI then held a follow-up 
roundtable in New York to share the results of that 
event with the New York-based UN community. 

IPI is also enhancing its support to African scholars. 
IPI produced the book UN Peacekeeping in Africa: 
From the Suez Crisis to the Sudan Conflicts by Adekeye 
Adebajo and hosted a launch event for the publication. 
In collaboration with King's College London, IPI hosted 
a group of young scholars under the African Junior 
Professionals Program in July 2011 for the fourth con- 
secutive year. The students spent four intensive weeks 
in New York, where they were introduced to the peace 
and security work of the United Nations, especially on 
African issues. Subsequently, each student participated 
in a work placement in an African subregional or non- 
governmental organization or an African university.

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To promote the prevention and settlement of conflicts in Europe and Central Asia, 
IPI works closely with European partners and regional organizations on the ground. 
Building on its research and analysis of key security issues across the region, the 
Europe and Central Asia Program provides policy advice to multilateral organizations, 
facilitates dialogue among states, and convenes meetings and events to deepen key 
actors' understanding of new threats, challenges, and paths towards peace. 



IPI's work on Europe and Central Asia is based out of 
its Vienna office, IPI's first office outside New York. 
The office opened in 2010 and has been working to 
deepen IPI's cooperation with European partners, UN 
offices and agencies in Europe, the Organization for 
Security and Co-operation in Europe, and other multi- 
lateral organizations headquartered there. 

Work on Europe and Central Asia has entailed con- 
vening events, such as IPI's annual Vienna Seminar; 
co-organizing events with the Organization for Security 
and Co-operation in Europe (OSCE); and providing 
policy advice to the OSCE and the Organisation of 
Islamic Cooperation (OIC). 

IPI's forty-first annual Vienna Seminar, titled Coping 
with Crisis in Europe and Central Asia: Adapting to New 
Threats and Challenges, looked at Europe's changing 
security landscape— from the Euro -Atlantic area to 
Central and South-Eastern Europe, the Caucasus, and 
Central Asia— and the implications of these changes 
for sovereignty and multilateralism. 

In 2011, IPI supported Lithuania's chairmanship of the 
OSCE. This included the organization of workshops 
on issues such as confidence-building measures, with 
a special focus on Moldova; responding to natural 



disasters; and enhancing OSCE-Mediterranean dialogue 
in the aftermath of the uprisings in the Middle East and 
North Africa. IPI hosted the new Secretary-General of 
the OSCE, Lamberto Zannier, at meetings in Vienna 
and New York. 

The Institute also supported Kazakhstan's chairman- 
ship of the OIC, including the preparation of the meet- 
ing of the OIC Council of Foreign Ministers in Astana. 
And IPI hosted the Foreign Minister of Kazakhstan, 
Yerzhan Kazykhanov, in New York during the General 
Assembly week. 

The Vienna office took part in a number of meetings 
on the Transdniestria settlement process, published 
an issue brief on "Confidence-Building Measures in 
Moldova," pursued research on the issue of kin-states 
and the responsibility to protect, and worked with the 
OSCE High Commissioner on National Minorities. 

In addition, IPI assisted the United Nations Regional 
Centre for Preventive Diplomacy in Central Asia 
(UNRCCA), based in Ashgabat, Turkmenistan, in 
drafting its Program of Action for 2012-2014. The pro- 
gram focuses on transborder threats, regional security, 
and water management.
